We TIP Aids 
Results In 
Heroin Haul 


An arrest of five individuals, 
including two from Placentia, 
reported last week by the Pomona 
Police Department, has resulted in 
the seizure of 24 ounces of heroin 
with a_ street sale value of 
$145,000...considered a major haul. 

The arrest resulted from 
information supplied by We Tip, 
(Turn In a Pusher) a non-profit 
group started in February, 1972, to 
encourage individuals, unidentified, 
to pass on information they might 
have on illegal drug activity. 

The effort has been supported 
locally and actively for the past three 
years by members of the Junior 
Round Table. 

A spokesman for We Tip this week 
said that the informal group has to 
date collected information which has 
led to 952 arrests, 511 convictions 
and a value of seizures of illegal 
drugs and narcotics amounting to 
$15,515,560. 


A side effect is the stolen property 
frequently recovered when drug 
arrests are made and that has 
amounted to $46,757. 


Individuals, who are not per- 
mitted to give their names, who have 
information on illegal drug activi- 
ties, are encouraged to call toll free 
800-472-7785 from any place in the 
state of California from 9 a.m. to 6 
p.m. Mondays through Fridays. 

A reward of $500 also is given on 
conviction of a drug pusher from 
such information.

Totals Small Car 


A predawn crash Sunday of a 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
freight train with a compacted 
Austin Healey, left the car a 
shambles but the train undamaged 
and car owner Ken Kisselburg, 
Covina unharmed.

representative of the American GI

Lewis Place Homeowners Make Appeal 


Residents of Lewis Place, whose 
homes back up to the south end of 
the Sierra Vista Shopping Center, 
have filed an appeal with the 
Placentia City Council, the group 
reported this week. 

The home owners, heard recently 
by the city’s planning commission, 
lost a plea for a high wall in back ot 
their properties to shield them from 
the noise, traffic, access and other 
problems besetting their conjuction 
with a large commercial area. 

The homes are contiquous with an 


elevated alley which services the 
Pantry Market and on which 31,000 
feet of new commercial construction 
was approved recently by the city’s 
planning commission. 

A spokesman for the shopping 
center estimated that a new 8-foot 
wall the homeowners are requesting 
at the back of their lots would cost 
$15,000 for the 600 feet down the 
alley. That cost covers demolishing 
the present wall and building a 
sturdier and higher one. 


The homeowners state in their 
council appeal that they would be 
willing to take the responsibility for 
the demoltion of the current wall if a 
new one will be provided by the 
owners of the commercial center, 
which will contain severai large 
businesses. 

The city council hearing is 
expected to be scheduled for August 
19. The center is located on the 
southeast corner of Bastanchury 
Road and Placentia Avenue 


Vietnamese Refugees 
Find Homes Here 


A small colony of SO persons, 
bound together by the number of 
things they have in common, are 
now citizens of the city of Placentia. 

Their guardian angel is Placen- 
tia’s Calvary Church. 

Citizens of another land a short 
time ago, they have been catapulted 
into the land of the free by the 
unfavorable fortunes of war, which 
left them homeless and in most 
cases penniless. They have arrived 
in this big, broad country from their 
homeland, which is about the size of 
the state of Texas. 

With them has come more than 
their due portion of heartbreaks and 
a sense of foreboding. 

They were all a short time ago, 
residents of South Vietnam. 

Most arrived at Camp Pendleton, 
Tent City by the Sea; most without 
benefit of possessions and many 
with members of their families left 
behind in a land no longer open or 
welcome to them. 


Most do not speak the English 
language. 

Placentia’s Calvary Church, a 
nondenominational, self-sustaining 
entity with an active program that 
reaches into many facets of living, 
came by their Vietnamese project 
almost by accident. 

The United States government, in 
an effort to educate promising young 
men and women from Vietnam in 
American colleges, had stationed 
several in the schools of higher 
learning in Fullerton. Two of these 
young people, in happier days past, 
fell in love on American soil and 
wished to be married. Asked to 
perform the ceremony was Asso- 
ciate Pastor Phillip Lewis of Calvary. 

‘Little did we know what it would 
lead to,’’ he recalls now. 

That was six years ago and as the 
situation darkened in South Vietnam 
and the students in this country 
slowly began to realize that they 
would soon have no country to return 


to, concern began to grow that loved 
ones left behind might be caught in 
the misfortunes of war. 

Where known persons’ futures 
were in danger in embattled 
Vietnam, and Calvary Church was 
informed of the gravity of the 
situation, the church immediately 
began to help in any way possible. 

‘*We found sometimes that just by 
signing a little piece of paper that it 
would assure a_ person’s safe 
departure from the war-ridden 
country,’’ Rev. Lewis recalls now. 
‘‘we did everything we could but 
some we were unable to get out,’’ he 
says with remorse. 

Thus thrust early into the 
problem, Calvary Church and its 
congregation set about to do what 
they could to help the homeless 
people newly arrived on_ their 
shores. 

‘*‘We decided we would sponsor 
SO people,’’ Rev. Lewis explains.

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PUSD Budget Passes 
Without Wage Pact 


school board at the PUSD 
administrative center. 

Teachers’ exiting from _ the 
conference said they had no 
comment on the offer or the 
proceedings. 

With classified PUSD employees 
already signed on the bottom line for 
a S per cent increase in wages, 
teachers have been holding out for a 
12.7 per cent across the board boost. 

Read by President of the school 
board, Dr. William Yates at 12:30 
a.m. Tuesday morning, the offer 
included: an across-the-board 6 per 
cent increase for all teachers 
salaries; an addition of a 13th step to 
the salary schedule for .7 of 1 per 
cent increase; a mandatory health 
insurance plan for all employees and 
their families with the employee 
paying $10 tenthly for coverage of 
spouse or other dependents. 

Also, a $10,000 life insurance 
policy for all employees; an annual 
physical examination and prescrip- 
tions for all employees, with spouse 
and dependent coverage optional. 
This would be added to the already 
secured 4,2 per cent step advances 
and | per cent column advances for 
completed additional education and 
length of service. 

In addition the board agreed that 
any emergency education monies 
received from the state of California 
for general purposes would be 
apportioned with 5S per cent of the 
amount going to employees as a one 
time January bonus. 

The remainder of that money 
would be used to increase the unit 
budget with emphasis on language 
arts and math, restoration of 
positions deleted from the budget on 
a priority basis, capital improve- 
ments and other board priorities. 

The board made it clear that all 
additional benefits over and above 
the S per cent across the board raise 
for which the classified personnel 
signed, would also accrue to them. 

Dr. Yates said that in making the 
offer to the employees, concerning 
the status of the budget, that the 
trustees ‘‘had entered the area of 
risk. It is the best offer you will find 
in the state I would think,’’ Dr. Yates 
continued, ‘‘and ceriainly in Orange 
County.”’ 

John Tynes estimated that the 
package offered would amount to 
the more than $816,000 in the annual 
budget for which previously no 
precise use had been designated. 

Action by the board was taken by 
three members who voted unani- 
mously. John Press, in attendnace 
earlier had to leave and John 
Balducci was excused from the 
meeting for other business.

Church-State And Illegal Aliens 


Copy to the Editor: 
(Letter Follows) 


Mr. Robert B. Lyons 
Mayor, City of Placentia 
Dear Honorable Mayor Lyons: 
Since you are the representative 
head of the Placentia City Council, I 
will address my comments to you 
intending that the whole Council 
lend ear to the supplication herein 
expressed hopeful that these 
representatives of the community at 
large may seek more fruitful 
solutions to two controversial issues 
affecting, in one case, La Jolla 
residents and, in another, not only 
the immediate Placentia commun- 
ity--but the entire County of Orange. 


The city of Placentia, to my 
recollection and experience, has 
been recognized for its open 


generosity and concern for the well 
being of the individual. My own 
experiences with the City Council, 
the churches, the schools, and civic 
organizations nas been marked with 
success due in large part to the 


goodness of the local citizens 
comprising their membership. A 
high regard for nobility of principal 
has been the guiding spirit behind 
decisions in this community. 
Impressions made public by the 
Placentia City Council currently 
have reached a state where an 
excess of polarization has become 
evident among individuals, organ- 
izations, and agencies within the 
community and country. 

Let me take the first concern in 
which the Placentia Redevelopment 
Association took action and brought 
to the attention of the city council. 
On this particular question, the 
organization will continue to 
maintain the stand that the city 
reverse its policy and permit the 
Catholic residents of the South 
Placentia area to use the community 
center there for Mass Services on 
Sundays despite the city attorney’s 
scholarly interpretation of the 
Constitution of the United States 
which in relative terms is more 
applicable to a different time, place, 
and situation. The Catholic resi- 
dents in the La Jolla community 
merely ask permission to use the 
Whitten Building for approximately 
an hour on Sunday, with or without 
cost, and need not be regarded as a 
conspiratorial movement of im- 
mense proportions with grandiose 
religious designs to encroach upon

local government. It was not 
necessary for Mr. Charles Post III, 
city attorney and mayor of Hermosa 
Beach, to deliver Mr. Al Garcia, 
Vice-President of the Placentia 
Redevelopment Association, a 
lesson in due process and 
constitutional law, much to the 
chagrin of all members present and 
the general public attending the city 
council meeting on the night of July 
1S. Mr. Al Garcia should have been 
made available a copy of the city 
attorney’s research before the 
meeting in order that he have had 
ample time to peruse it and not be 
made a spectacle by Mr. Post III’s 
obtundity. The fact that a small 
number of an abandoned church 
flock who may be in need of 
transportation to outlying churches 
and may be facing other forms of 
deprivation is hardly going to raise 
the eyebrows of Supreme Court 
Magistrates on matters of separa- 
tion of church and state. 

Let me proceed with the second 
issue on which the Placentia 
Redevelopment Association has yet 
to discuss and develop a formalized 
statement. The ramifications of the 
illegal alien situation in the city on 
which the Placentia City Council is 
seeking assistance from the League 
of Cities verges on the prejudicial 
licensing of local police authority to 
intimidate and harass _ aliens 


(whether legal or illegal) citizens, 
and non-citizens by virtue of their 
physical appearance. I will take the 
liberty to give my additions to the 
resolutions prepared already by the 
League of Cities. 

In effect, what the Placentia City 
Council is proposing has a direct 
impact on every Mexican American 
and alien and naturalized citizen of 
Mexican origin without due 
consideration to the aftermath once 
authority is vested on _ local 
government to lend all assistance to 
immigration personnel. The abuse 
of power by police departments and 
wrongful decisions made by the 
individual policemen in the field has 
resulted in fatalities in the Los 
Angeles area. We fail to see the 
impact in our own local communi- 
ties! Are local citizens ready to 
accept police invasion of classrooms 
grades K through 12 to herd known 
aliens to holding stations? In one 
case in a nearby community, a 
thirteen year-old boy was apprehen- 
ded on the school grounds by 
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“‘OSHA’’is a four-letterword that’s giving businessmen fits and is helping 
drive up consumer costs. And, there is no relief in sight. 

One of the youngest federal regulatory agencies, the Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration since 1970 has had the job of carrying out ‘‘the 
intent of Congress’’ by devising regulations implementing the Occupational 


Safety and Health Act. 


Congress’ intent was to protect the safety and health of the American 


worker--a commendable goal. 


But OSHA’s regulations and tactics are something else again--a Catch-22 
of arbitrariness that is costing business (and thus consumers) millions of 


dollars a year. 


OSHA's, regulations fill a shelf 17 feet long (even Havard Classics 
took up only five feet), and businessmen are expected to know which ones 
apply to them if an OSHA inspector drops by. If they don’t and their plants 
don’t conform to the regulation, they’re subject to stiff fines. 

One might have thought that OSHA would have offered an initial 
no-penalty inspection to a business seeking to learn if it complied, with a 
grace period for correction deficiencies. 

No such luck. If you call for an inspection, you are subject to the same 
penalties. You can pay your insurance company to make an inspection, but 
there is no guarantee that OSHA won’t come along later and find some 


overlooked deficiency. 


Civil liberties don’t count for much with OSHA, either. Its inspectors can 
barge in on a ‘‘no-knock’’ basis without the owner’s permission or a search 
warrant. It has even had this right confirmed recently by a federal court. 

Excess paper work, the security blanket of bureaucrats, is required by 
OSHA of the businesses it regulates. This torrent of paper and words is 
reflected in the gobbledygook language of OSHA’s regulations, too. 

Here is how they define an exit: ‘‘That portion of a means of egress which 
is separated from all other spaces of the building or structure by construction 
or equipmnet as required in this subject to provide a protected way of travel 


to the exit discharge...’’ 


Application of OSHA’s regulations is almost whimsical. 

The owner of a small business in one western state was told he had to 
install seperate men’s and women’s rest rooms for his employes. He had 
only one employe. At home they slept in the same bed and used the same 


bathroom. She’s his wife. 


There is more of the same on the way. Antinoise regulations for trucks are 
now under discussion. One would require truck cabs to be so soundproof that 
drivers could not hear horns or emergency vehicle sirens. 

The solution? A panel of lights in the truck cab which would flash when 
activated by such sounds. Result? More expensive trucks, higher freight 
rates and higher costs of the things you buy. 

Talk in Washington is serious these days about deregulating (at least 
partially) the airline, trucking and railroad industries to sharpen competition 


and lower consumer costs. 


There is little evidence that OSHA has accomplished much in the way of 
saving lives all the while it has been adding heavy cost burdens and creating 
a bureaucracy with a growing appetite for tax dollars. Yet, there is little talk 
of reforming or elimination this regulatory labyrinth. It’s overdue. 


immigration authorities without 
consulting with the parents. What 
was the ultimate destination of that 
lone hapless youngster? In this 
community the Anaheim police in 
close cooperation with local police 
authority, an individual with full 
immigration status was divested of 
his green card in his home. What 
terrifying impact did this have on the 
young thirteen year-old girl who 
sought me out for assistance after 
her father’s card was held at the 
Anaheim police station for a number 
of days? Where would that parent 
be now if he had been taken into 
custody in that period of time? 

I urge the Placentia City Council 
to seek means other’ than 
harassment to resolve this problem 
and assert their influence within the 
League of Cities to state in one of 
their resolutions to assist these 
unfortunate peoples achieve full 
immigration status and provide 
amnesty for those here now 
illegally--then bolster border patrol 
strength and revive the bracero 
program. This is not unrealistic. 
There may be over eight million of 
them (Who masterminded the 
tally?), but they may have already 
carved a niche for themselves over 
the years, for better or for worse, in 
the total social economy of the 
nation. The Mexican alien segment 
of this number deprives no one of 
anything. I have already expressed 
an opinion earlier which is included 
in the enclosed newsletter. The jobs 
they displace is a myth. I have as yet 
to see too many American citizens 
here in the state subscribe to stoop 
labor and other less tantalizing 
chores which citizens find unpalat- 
able. 

lagree with you, sir, on one point. 
It is shameful how we take 
advantage of these people, and they 
have no recourse to law for 
protection.

Calvary 
To Give 


Field Use «- 


A vacant field, the property of 
Placentia’s Calvary Church may 
become a playing-practice field, 
thanks to the generosity of the 
church and the cooperation of the 
city and several organizations, 
including the Valencia Youth 
Athletic Club. 

The 1.75 acre property lies just 
east of the church and its parking lot 
at the corner of Chapman Avenue 
and Alta Street. 

Proposed to city council Tuesday 
night was that the church provide 
the land, pay for the water and 
furnish trees and material for a large 
underground barbecue pit. 

The Athletic Club would provide 
materials and labor to install a 
sprinkler system and planting 
material; assist in maintance, lining 
and marking the fields, sprinkler 
repair and weeding and help with 
tree planting and construction of the 
barbecue. 

The city will provide plans for the 
planting and irrigation system 
specifications and will mow the 
property once a week. 

To be mutually agreed is that a 
master calendar be held by the city 
for scheduling the new facility with 
church activites receiving top 
priority. 

The church, in the agreement, 
could give 90 days notice for change 
of use. 

The field would add another 
facility to athletic grounds, which 
have been in short supply in 
Placentia with the ever-growing 
interest in the athletic activities of 
Placentia’s youth and _ adults, 
Regarding this, the city council 
recently took action to take over 
Placentia’s few lighted fields for 
local use only, necessitating phasing 
out of participants from other cities, 
who are now connected with local 
teams. 

Rev. Phillip Lewis of Calvary 
Church said eventually the partici- 
pants would hope to have the field 
fenced along Chapman Avenue and 
that the facility could become a 
practice field for soccer and football 
and other purposes. It probably will 
not become a game field, he 
outlined. 

“One very kind thing Edward 
Backs did before his death,’’ Rev. 
Lewis recalled ’*he had this land 
redeeded to give us all the mineral 
rights so that the property would not 
be disturbed’.

A request to hold grievance 
procedures at the third echelon has 
been instituted by members of the 
Placentia Fire-fighters Local 2147, 
AF of L, CLO until a decision is made 
by the Placentia City Council as to 
whether the city will elect to merge 
its fire department with that of 
Orange County. 

Capt. Steve Brown of the local 
department reported that the 
request has been made through 
proper channels. If accepted, it 
would hold the grievance process at 
city administrator level, after 
passing the batallion chief and the 
fire chief, Brown reported. 

The fourth level, after administra- 
tive staff is a paid state conciliator, 
Brown stated. 

Spokesmen for the city said that 
there is no imminent decision on the 
status of the fire service as details 
still need to be worked out with the 
county as to cost. 

The grievances in process concern 
the status and _ situation of 
employees allegedly involved in 
breaking of rules involving thefts 
from vacant city buildings. The 
investigation has led to theft charges 
and termination of four firemen and 
a 30 day suspension of four others, 
since put back to work by the court 
order which returned all firemen to 
their posts after a walk out-lock out 
that lasted a week. 

The theft charges will be heard in 
court on September 10 and the 
determination of whether the 
firemen’s act was a walk out or lock 
out on September 30.

“Peggy's 
Pointers" 
There are many woods 
used today in furniture. 


When looking for good 
wood furniture, there are 
several things which are 
important. 

Many manufacturers use 
particle board to build a 
good table or chest. Particle 
board is made up of varying 
sizes of wood chips which 
are then fused with various 
glues and extreme pressure | 
to create a durable, non- 
warping and solid sheet of 
material. Then the particle 
board is covered with a thin | 
sheet of wood and laminat- 
ed to the particle board. 
This is called a veneer. 
Most pieces of furniture 
using rare woods such as 
rosewood, walnut, or teak | 
are done this way. The 
Particle board is a very 
stable base upon which to 
build good furniture, and 
because it does not warp, it 
provides a suitable surface 
for the veneers. 

The way to tell if a piece 
of furniture is made well is 
to look at corners and 
edges. They should be ail 
finished off, and no particle 
board should be visible. It 
should be inside the cabinet 
with the edges finished off 
with veneer, or should be 
under a table top. 

Next week, I'll go into 
more detail about various 
techniques of furniture 
construction.

Vietnamese FamiliesAtHomeHere 


[Continued From Page 1] 


‘‘When we are able to get a family 
self-sustaining then we would draw 
more from Camp Pendleton, 
keeping the number at 5S0.”’ 

‘*We learn as we proceed. At first 
we would find them a place to stay 
and put them there, but this gave 
them no choice nor participation in 
their future. Now we have a 
lengthier process. Families coming 
from the camp first move in with the 
student in the Fullerton area to 
become oriented and from there we 
provide them with as good a 
selection of places to live as we can 
find and they make the decision. 
After all, it is their future and they 
may be there for quite awhile,’’ the 
minister reasons. 


The families and _ individuals 
under the sponsorship of the church 
run the gamut of occupations. The 
family of Dr. Tom That Niem, the 
former Minister of Public Health of 
South Vietnam is among the group 
with others of high educational 
hackprounds. There is a refrigerator 
repairman, an automobile mechanic

pacar ant marine and a purchasing 


The’ church is assuming the 
responsibility of seeing that the 
people they sponsor have a place to 
live and are clothed and fed. After a 
residence is located, English lessons 
begin for all ages. 

The youngsters learn English on 
the ground floor of the church and 
upstairs the adults are attending 
class, taught by Elcho Redding, an 
Orange Coast College second 
language expert, who is approach- 
ing his doctor’s degree. The 
Reddings, members of Calvary 
Church are also the core of a group of 
international students who gather 
once a month at their home for 
sociability and fellowship. Although 
Redding does not speak Vietna- 
mese, he is able to teach his willing 
students the English he does know. 


“Some families need quite a bit 
more help than others,’’ Rev. Lewis 
explains. ‘‘Calvary Church is more 
than happy with the response.”’ 

There are a number of problems 
that must be solved, however, Rev. 
Lewis outlines and one is 
transportation. The refugees of 
course, have no drivers licenses.

corner

Young Governor Jerry 
Brown has indicated that he 
won't be helping his 
political party in next year’s 
presidential primary race as 
is usually expected of 
elected officials. Brown 
bluntly told reporters last 
Friday, ‘‘Look, I politiked 
for a year running up and 
down this state, raising 
money (for the Governor’s 
race last year). I’ve done my 
chores...Now I am doing 
what I was elected to do -- 
running this state.’’ 

At another _ televised 
interview a reporter asked 
Brown if he didn’t feel that 
he owed something to the 
party that had helped him 
win 2 majority vote. Brown 
snapped back, ‘‘I did not 
receive a majority of votes. 
Mr. Flournoy did_ not 
receive a majority of votes. 
The majority of voters did 
not vote.”’ 

Obviously those non- 
voters bother the Governor 
and they should. It should 
bother everyone who ever 
ran for a post, whether they 
won or lost. It bothers a lot 
of us who have never been 
involved in politics. 

It is a problem that has 
plagued our democratic 
system for many years. 
How do you get free people 
to cast their votes? It could 
be solved through our tax 
structure. Property owners 
are given a homeowners 
exemption in this state of 
$1750, if they reside on the 
property, thus encouraging 
home ownership. By the 
same token, parents are 
allowed a deduction for 
each dependent child. Well, 
why not give a tax deduction 
for each adult who votes? A 
$50 or $100 deduction from 
taxable income, for each 
time a person voted with a 
maximum of $200 per voter, 
per year would seem 
reasonable. 

It would be a simple and 
effective way to get the vote 
out, to cut down on voter 
apathy and find out the 
direction the citizens of this 
country really want to go. It 
could be the most exciting 
experiment in many years, 
assuming it would be tried 
on a temporary basis first. 

A lot of politicians won’t 
like the idea; it would mean 
an end to their reign the 
next time they were up for 
re-election. For instance, 
what chance would Con- 
gressman Andrew Hinshaw 
whose fancy shenanigans 
have ended with several of 
his former workers entering 
prison for cheating the 
County of Orange, have in a 
reelection campaign if 90% 
of the voters went to the 
polls? Or a_ guy like 
Congressman Jerry Patter- 
son who rewarded two of his 
campaign workers with 
posts in his Washington 
office though they were 
found guilty of vote fraud? 
Men like that should not be 
in Washington, in my 
opinion. 

In addition, its doubtful 
that a Watergate scandal 
would occur in a country 
with 90% of the voters 
registering their decisions 
and choices at the polls. 

This country encourages 
private ownership of pro- 
perty by way of tax 
deductions etc. Isn't it at 
least equally important to 
encourage voters to go to 
the polls?
